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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Species I: Figures 3, 5, 9, and 10, drawn to a snowmobile ski wear rod in which the 
wear rod includes a strip of harder material secured to the underside of the wear rod and 
comprising at least three wear edges including two outer side wear edges and an intermediate 
wear edge wherein, in cross-section the intermediate wear edge comprises a generally flat bottom 
being generally planar in the horizontal and having two corners on either side of the flat bottom; 

Species II: Figures 1, 4 and 6-8, wherein the harder material secured to the underside of 
the wear rod is shaped in cross-section to include at least two or at least three wear edges 
separated by, respectively, at least one or two channels, the channels running longitudinally 
between the wear edges. 

Figure 2 is considered generic to both species. 

2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1, 1 1, 12, 13, 23, 24 and 26 appear to be generic. 

3. A telephone call was made to Attorney of Record Mr. Andrew Heinisch, Reg. No. 43666 
on 15 March 2005 to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not 
result in an election being made. Attorney Heinisch requested that a written requirement be sent. 
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4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143).
